The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  fol- 
lowing terms  and  conditions: 

I.  The  word  “Galleries”,  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means 
the  Parke-Bernet  Galleries,  Inc. 

2-  The  Galleries  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  cor- 
rectly the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  descrip- 
tion, genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids 
are  to  be  for  a single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  un- 
der a numbered  item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one 
numbered  item  are  designated  as  a “Lot”  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  ir- 
respective of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the 
event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion, 
determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final ; or  the 
auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

Later  he  once  more  en- 
tered the  service  of  the  King  of  Prussia  and  accompanied  him  on  the 
campaign  of  1745.
